Ducks :  Twenty  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 
Geese :  Ten  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 

Brant :  Ten. 

Coots :  Twenty-five. 

Wilson’s  snipe  or  jack  snipe:  Twenty-five. 

And  in  British  Columbia  in  any  open  season  in 
excess  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  ducks. 

And  in  British  Columbia  in  any  open  season  in 
excess  of  fifty  geese. 

And  in  British  Columbia  in  any  open  season  in 
excess  of  fifty  brant. 

And  in  British  Columbia  in  any  open  season  in 
excess  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  Wilson’s  snipe. 

And  in  British  Columbia  in  any  open  season  in 
excess  of  fifty  band-tailed  pigeons. 

5. — Section  (11)  of  P.C.  1012  of  June  29th,  1925, 
as  amended  by  Section  (6)  of  P.C.  1260  of  June 
30th,  1927,  under  the  caption  “  Shooting  Restric¬ 
tions,”  is  rescinded,  and  the  following  substituted 
therefor : — 

11.  (a.)  No  person  shall  take,  attempt  to  take, 
kill  or  attempt  to  kill  any  migratory  game  birds 
during  the  open  seasons  provided  hereunder  except 
with  a  gun  not  larger  than  number  10-gauge. 

(b.)  In  British  Columbia  no  person  shall  kill  or 
attempt  to  kill  any  migratory  game  birds  with  a 
pump  or  repeating  shotgun,  unless  the  magazine  has 
been  permanently  plugged  or  altered  so  that  it  can¬ 
not  carry  more  than  one  cartridge;  no  person  shall 
kill  or  attempt  to  kill  with  a  rifle  any  migratory 
game  birds ;  and  no  person  shall  use  live  decoys  in 
the  hunting  of  band-tailed  pigeons. 

(c.)  No  person  shall  kill  or  attempt  to  kill  any 
migratory  game  birds  by  the  use  of  any  automatic 
(including  firearms  loaded  by  recoil  or  so-called 
“auto-loading”),  swivel,  or  machine  gun  or  bat¬ 
tery,  or  by  the  use  of  any  aeroplane,  power-boat,  or 
sailboat,  or  by  the  use  of  night-lights. 

(d. )  No  person  shall  kill  or  attempt  to  kill  any 
migratory  game  birds  during  the  night,  which  for 
the  purpose  of  these  Regulations  is  described  as 
being  from  one  hour  after  sunset  to  one  hour  before 
sunrise,  but  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  no  person 
shall  kill  or  attempt  to  kill  any  migratory  game 
birds  between  sunset  and  sunrise,  and  in  the  Prov¬ 
ince  of  British  Columbia  no  person  shall  kill  or 
attempt  to  kill  migratory  game  birds  before  7  a.m. 
on  the  first  day  of  the  open  season  for  ducks  (West¬ 
ern  District,  October  15th,  Eastern  District,  Sep¬ 
tember  15th). 

The  possession  of  night-lights  and  firearms  by  any 
person  during  the  night  in  places  frequented  by 
migratory  game  birds  shall  be  considered  prima 
facie  evidence  of  night-shooting. 

(e.)  No  person  shall  kill  or  attempt  to  kill  from 
any  motor-vehicle  or  horse-drawn  vehicle  any  mi¬ 
gratory  game  birds. 

(/.)  No  person  shall  kill  or  attempt  to  kill  any 
migratory  game  birds  in  the  Province  of  New 
Brunswick  by  the  use  of  “  sink-boxes  ”  between  the 
hours  of  1  p.m.  and  one  hour  before  sunrise. 

( g . )  No  person  shall  use  a  power-boat  or  aero¬ 
plane  to  disturb  any  migratory  game  birds  with 
the  intent  of  driving  such  birds  toward  hunters. 

( h.)  No  person  shall  excavate  duck-shooting 
blinds,  or  sink  casks,  boxes,  or  other  similar  de¬ 
vices  to  serve  as  duck-shooting  blinds,  or  use  any 
such  blinds  for  shooting  black  ducks,  on  the  tidal 
flats  of  Goose  Bay,  of  Little  River  Harbour,  and 
of  the  other  waters  within  a  line  drawn  from 
Wedge  Point  southerly  to  Lobster  Island;  thence 
north-westerly  to  the  north  point  of  Tusket  Island 
(locally  known  as  Big  Tusket  Island)  :  thence  to 
the  nearest  point  of  Calf  Island,  along  the  easterly 
shore  thereof  to  the  northerly  point  thereof ;  and 
thence  to  Pinkney  Point,  in  Yarmouth  County,  Nova 
Scotia;  but  duck-shooting  blinds  may  be  excavated 
or  built  at  a  distance  of  not  more  than  twenty-five 


yards  from  channel-banks  at  low  water,  for  the 
purpose  of  shooting  ducks  other  than  black  ducks 
within  said  area. 

0. — Section  (17)  of  P.C.  1012  of  June  29th, 
1925,  under  the  caption  "Shipment  of  Migratory 
Birds,”  is  rescinded,  and  the  following  substituted 
therefor : — 

17.  Any  package  in  which  migratory  game,  mi¬ 
gratory  insectivorous,  or  migratory  non-game  birds 
or  parts  thereof,  or  their  eggs  or  nests,  are  shipped 
or  transported  shall  be  clearly  marked  on  the  out¬ 
side  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  shipper  and 
an  accurate  statement  of  the  contents,  and  in  the 
case  of  shipment  or  transportation  of  such  migra¬ 
tory  game,  migratory  insectivorous,  or  migratory 
non-game  birds  or  parts  thereof,  or  their  eggs  or 
nests,  for  scientific  or  propagating  purposes  any 
package  shall  be  clearly  marked  on  the  outside 
with  the  number  of  the  permit,  the  name  and  ad¬ 
dress  of  the  shipper,  and  an  accurate  statement  of 
the  contents.  No  transportation  company  shall  ac¬ 
cept  for  transportation  any  package  containing 
migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous,  or  migra¬ 
tory  non-game  birds,  or  their  nests  or  eggs  or  parts 
thereof,  unless  such  packages  shall  be  marked  as 
hereinbefore  required,  and  shipment  of  the  same 
through  the  mails  is  prohibited  unless  marked  as 
aforesaid. 

7. — Section  (21  d)  of  P.C.  1012  of  June  29th, 
1925,  under  the  caption  “  Provisions  respecting 
Damage  by  Birds,”  is  amended  by  adding 

Provided,  further,  that  if  the  occupant  or  owner 
of  the  land  finds  it  impossible  to  protect  his  crops 
thus  himself,  he  may  grant  authority,  in  writing,  to 
not  more  than  one  person  to  shoot  thus  wild  ducks 
found  to  be  doing  serious  damage  to  any  cereal 
crops  either  growing  or  in  stock,  and  he  shall  imme¬ 
diately  notify  the  Game  Commissioner  of  the  Prov¬ 
ince  in  question  of  any  such  authorization,  giving 
the  name  and  address  of  the  person  so  authorized 
and  a  description  of  the  land  on  which  the  ducks 
are  doing  damage.

Certified  to  be  a  True  Copy  of  a  Minute  of  a 
Meeting  of  the  Committee  of  the  Privy 
Council,  approved  by  His  Excellency  the 
Governor-General,  on  the  26th  June,  1928. 

THE  Cbmmittee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a  report,  dated  19th  June,  1928, 
from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  submitting  that 
by  Order  in  Council  of  the  2nd  December,  1895, 
P.C.  3.339,  a  small  reserve  known  as  the  Shu-ouch- 
ten  (Nieomen  Indian  Reserve  No..  15),  containing 
an  area  of  10.50  acres,  was  set  apart  and  reserved 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Nieomen  Band  of  Indians 
in  British  Columbia. 

Upon  further  examination  of  the  boundaries  of 
this  reserve  by  a  surveyor  it  is  found  that  the 
description  thereof  contained  in  Annex  “  b  ”  to  the 
Order  in  Council  above  referred  to  is  erroneous  both 
as  regards  area  and  location. 

The  boundaries  of  the  said  Shu-ouch-ten  Indian 
Reserve  as  located  on  the  ground  are  correctly  set 
forth  in  the  following  description : — 

“  All  that  certain  parcel  of  land  situate  in  Legal 
Subdivision  Eight,  in  Section  Fourteen,  in  Town¬ 
ship  Fifteen,  in  Range  Twenty-six,  west  of  the 
sixth  meridian,  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia, 
comprising  the  Shu-ouch-ten  Indian  Reserve,  Num¬ 
ber  Fifteen,  Nieomen,  as  the  said  Indian  reserve 
is  shown  on  a  plan  of  the  south-east  quarter  of  the 
said  township  approved  and  confirmed  by  E.  Dcville, 
Surveyor-General  of  Dominion  Lands  at  Ottawa, 
on  the  seventeenth  day  of  March,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  sixteen,  and  of  record  in  the 
Department  of  the  Interior,  containing  by  ad¬ 
measurement  eleven  acres,  more  or  less.” 

The  Minister  recommends  that  the  said  Order  in 
Council  of  the  2nd  December,  1895,  P.C.  3339,  be 
amended  by  substituting  the  foregoing  description 


for  the  description  as  contained  in  Annex  “  b  ’  to 
such  Order  in  Council.

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  76. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  prop¬ 
erly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  .Legis¬ 
lative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the 
purview  of  the  “  British  North  America  Act, 
1867  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction  or 
improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry  ;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company ;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  in¬ 
dividuals  any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi¬ 
leges  whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu¬ 
lar  class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a  like  nature  to  any  former  Act — 
shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and.  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers 
to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the 
location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf 
of  the  applicant.  Such  notice  shall  be  published 
in  the  British  Columbia  Gazette  and  in  one  daily 
and  one  weekly  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  When  the  proposed  Private 
Bill  is  of  a  local  nature,  the  notice  shall  be  further¬ 
more  published  in  some  newspaper  in  the  electoral 
distriot  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
therein,  then  in  the  nearest  electoral  district  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.  Such  notice  shall 
in  all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  six  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a  Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore¬ 
said  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a  printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a  copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  copies  of  the  notices  pub¬ 
lished.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affidavit 
or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a  copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
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House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  or  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second 
reading  one-half  of  the  paid  fees  shall  be  returned. 

77.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a  Toll 
Bridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  76,  also 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and 
a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule  shall  be  recast 
by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense 
before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

S2.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7%  inches. 
There  shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  paper;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not 
to  be  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each 
page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  dur¬ 
ing  its  progress  before  the  Committee  or  Private 
Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be 
reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

By  Rule  83,  a  model  form  of  Railway  Bill  is 
adopted.  A  copy  of  same  can  be  obtained  upon 
application  to  the  Clerk. 

All  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor¬ 
porating  railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are 
not  in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets. 

Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  pro¬ 
posed  to  insert  in  any  such  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  the  same. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  Incorporate  Companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in  Rule 
72,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the  company 
are  payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  particulars 
can  be  had  on  application  to  the  undersigned. 

Every  Petition  for  a  Bill  to  incorporate  a  com¬ 
pany  shall  state  the  name  of  the  proposed  company. 

Petition  signed  by  agents  or' attorneys  must  be 
accompanied  by  the  authority  of  such  agent,  etc.

“  GAME  ACT.” 

NDER  authority  of  the  “  Game  Act,”  chapter 
9S  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Co¬ 
lumbia,  1924,”  the  Honourable  the  Administrator 
in  Council  has  been  pleased  to  make  the  following 
Game  Regulations  for  the  year  1928-29 : — 

GAME  REGULATIONS,  1928-29. 

1.  The  prohibitions  declared  by  section  9  of  the 
“  Game  Act,”  being  chapter  98  of  the  “  Revised 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1924,”  as  to  the 
hunting,  trapping,  taking,  wounding,  and  killing  of 
game,  are,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  sections  3, 
4,  5,  6,  and  7  of  these  regulations,  hereby  removed 
to  the  extent  and  within  the  periods  and  limits  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  set  out  respec¬ 
tively  as  follows : — 

For  the  purpose  of  defining  the  open  seasons  for 
big  game,  game  birds,  and  trapping  of  fur-bearing 
animals,  the  Province  shall  be  divided  into  two 
districts,  to  be  known  as  the  Western  and  Eastern 
Districts : — 

“  Western  District  ”  shall  mean  and  include  all 
that  portion  of  the  Province  situate  and  lying  to 
the  west  of  the  summit  of  the  Cascade  Mountains 
and  south  of  the  Electoral  District  of  Atlin. 

“  Eastern  District”  shall  mean  and  include  all  of 
the  remainder  of  the  Province. 
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Provided  that  that  portion  of  the  Lillooet  Elec¬ 
toral  District  lying  to  the  east  of  a  line  drawn 
north  and  south  (astronomic)  of  Alta  Lake  Rail¬ 
way  Station,  on  the  Pacific  Great  Eastern  Railway, 
and  that  portion  of  the  Skeena  Electoral  District 
lying  to  the  east  of  a  line  drawn  north  and  south 
(astronomic)  of  the  easterly  railway  yard  limit 
of  Shames,  on  the  Canadian  National  Railway, 
bounded  by  the  southern  boundary  of  the  Electoral 
District  of  Atliu  on  the  north  and  by  Maitland 
Island  on  the  south,  shall,  for  all  purposes  in 
respect  of  open  seasons  on  migratory  game  birds 
within  the  purview  of  the  “  Migratory  Birds  Con¬ 
vention  Act,”  be  construed  and  considered  as  lying 
within  the  Eastern  District.

(a.)  Moose,  of  the  male  sex,  in  that  portion  of 
the  Electoral  District  of  Omineca  situate  and  lying 
to  the  north  of  the  main  line  of  the  Canadian 
National  Railway,  formerly  known  as  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific  Railway,  and  in  the  Electoral  Dis¬ 
tricts  of  Atlin,  Fort  George,  and  Cariboo,  open 
season  from  September  1st,  1928,  to  December  15th, 
1928,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  the  Electoral  District  of  Columbia,  except  that 
portion  thereof  situate  and  lying  west  of  the 
Columbia  River,  open  season  from  October  1st, 
1928,  to  October  31st,  1928,  both  dates  inclusive.

“  Commencing  at  a  point  on  the  International 
Boundary  where  it  is  intersected  by  the  centre  line 
of  the  Columbia  River;  thence  northerly  along  the 
said  centre  line  of  the  Columbia  River  to  the  Arrow 
Lakes;  thence  northerly  along  the  centre  line  of 
Arrow  Lakes  and  Columbia  River  to  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway ;  thence  westerly  following  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  to  the  north  boundary  of 
Township  6,  Range  26,  west  of  the  Gth  meridian, 
being  a  point  south  of  Yale;  thence  east  along  the 
north  boundary  of  Township  6,  Ranges  20  and  25, 
to  the  easterly  boundary  of  the  watershed  of  the

on  the  south  by  the  south  boundary  of  the  North 
Okanagan  Electoral  District,  open  season  from 
October  15th,  1928,  to  October  31st,  1928,  both 
dates  inclusive.

Pro¬ 
vided  that  the  use  of  live  decoys  in  the  hunting  of 
Band-tailed  Pigeons  is  prohibited. 

(m.)  Grouse  ( Blue  only),  in  the  Western  Dis¬ 
trict,  throughout  Vancouver  Island  (except  South 
Saanich  and  Highland  Districts)  and  in  the  remain¬ 
der  of  the  district  (except  Hornby  and  Denman 
Islands),  open  season  from  September  15th,  1928, 
to  October  31st,  1928,  both  dates  inclusive. 

On  Vancouver  Island,  in  that  portion  thereof 
knowui  as  the  Highland  District,  open  season  from 
September  15th,  1928,  to  September  30th,  1928, 
both  dates  inclusive. 

Provided  that  there  shall  be  a  close  season  on 
Willow-grouse  throughout  the  Western  District. 

(v.)  Quail  (except  Bob-white  and  Mountain 
Quail),  in  the  Western  District,  on  Vancouver 
Island  in  those  portions  thereof  situate  and  lying 
to  the  south  and  east  of  Englishman  River  (except 
Oak  Bay  Municipality),  and  on  Saltspring  Island, 
open  season  from  October  15th,  1928,  to  November 
30th,  1928,  both  dates  inclusive. 

On  Denman  and  Saturna  Islands,  open  season 
from  October  15th,  1928,  to  October  31st,  1928, 
both  dates  inclusive. 

( iv. )  Pheasants,  cock  birds  only,  in  the  Western 
District,  on  Vancouver  Island  (except  Oak  Bay 
Municipality  and  that  portion  of  Vancouver  Island 
situate  and  lying  to  the  north  of  Oyster  River), 
and  on  Gabriola,  Texada,  Sidney,  Moresby,  Pender, 
Mayne,  Galiano,  and  Saltspring  Islands,  open  sea¬ 
son  from  October  15th,  1928,  to  November  30tli, 
1928,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Cock  birds  only,  in  the  Western  District,  on  the

take  or  have  in  their  possession  during  the  open 
season,  anywhere  in  the  Province,  more  than  one 
Grizzly  Bear  and  three  Bear  of  any  other  species. 

In  that  portion  of  the  Province  north  of  the  main 
line  of  the  Canadian  National  Railway,  formerly 
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known  ns  the  Grj^nd  Trunk  Pacific  Railway,  no 
person  shall  at  any  time  kill  or  take  or  have  in 
their  possession  during  the  open  season  more  than 
two  Mountain-sheep. 

In  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Fernie,  Cranbrook, 
and  Columbia,  and  in  those  portions  of  the  Cariboo 
and  Lillooet  Electoral  Districts  situate  and  lying 
to  the  south  of  the  52nd  parallel  of  latitude  and 
west  of  the  Fraser  River,  no  person  shall  at  any 
time  kill  or  take  or  have  in  their  possession  during 
the  open  season  more  than  one  Mountain-slieep. 

In  that  portion  of  the  Eastern  District  lying  to 
the  north  of  the  main  line  of  the  Canadian  National 
Railway,  formerly  known  as  the  Grand  Trunk 
Pacific  Railway,  no  person  shall  at  any  time  kill 
or  take  or  have  in  their  possession  during  the  open 
season  more  than  two  Caribou,  and  in  those  por¬ 
tions  of  the  Eastern  District  lying  to  the  south  of 
the  Canadian  National  Railway,  formerly  known 
as  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway,  no  person 
shall  at  any  time  kill  or  take  or  have  in  their 
possession  during  the  open  season  more  than  one 
Caribou. 

Throughout  the  Province  no  person  shall  at  any 
time  kill  or  take  or  have  in  their  possession  during 
the  open  season  more  than  one  Wapiti  (Elk),  one 
Moose,  and  two  Mountain-goat.

No  person  shall  in  any  district  hereinafter  desig¬ 
nated  kill  or  take  on  any  one  day  any  greater 
number  of  game  birds  than  the  daily  bag  limit 
hereinafter  set  out  respectively  ;  nor  kill  or  take 
or  have  in  their  possession  during  the  entire  open 
season  any  greater  number  of  game  birds  than  the 
total  bag  limits  so  set  out : — 

Eastern  District. — Pheasants  (cock  birds  only)  : 
Daily  bag  limit  4  ;  total  bag  limit,  15. 

Quail:  Daily  bag  limit,  10;  total  bag  limit,  100. 

Grouse  and  Ptarmigan  (except  Prairie-chicken 
or  Sharp-tailed  Grouse)  :  Daily  bag  limit,  6  of  one 
species  or  12  of  all  species ;  total  bag  limit,  50  in 
the  aggregate. 

Prairie-chicken  or  Sharp-tailed  Grouse:  In  the 
Electoral  District  of  Fort  George — Daily  bag  limit, 
0  ;  total  bag  limit,  50.  In  the  Electoral  Districts 
of  Cariboo  and  Lillooet — Daily  bag  limit,  3;  total 
bag  limit,  12. 

European  Partridge:  Daily  bag  limit,  10;  total 
bag  limit,  50. 

Western  District. — Pheasants  (cock  birds  only)  : 
Daily  Bag  limit,  G;  total  bag  limit,  25. 

European  Partridge:  Daily  bag  limit,  G;  total 
bag  limit,  25. 

Grouse  ( Blue  only)  :  Daily  bag  limit,  5;  total 
bag  limit,  25. 

Quail  (except  Bob-white  and  Mountain  Quail)  : 
Daily  bag  limit,  10;  total  bag  limit,  50. 

Throughout  the  Province. — Ducks:  Daily  bag 
limit,  20;  total  bag  limit,  150. 

Geese:  Daily  bag  limit,  10;  total  bag  limit,  50. 

Brunt:  Daily  bag  limit,  10;  total  bag  limit,  50. 

Wilson  Snipe:  Daily  bag  limit,  25 ;  total  bag 
limit,  150. 

Coots:  Daily  bag  limit,  25;  total  bag  limit,  150. 

Band-tailed  Pigeons:  Daily  bag  limit,  10;  total 
bag  limit,  50. 

Every  person  shall,  upon  the  request  of  any  Con¬ 
stable  or  Game  Warden,  furnish  satisfactory  proof 
to  him  of  the  locality  and  dates  on  which  any  game 
was  by  him  killed  or  taken. 

2.  The  prohibitions  declared  by  subsection  (1)  of 
section  3G  of  the  “  Game  Act,”  ns  to  the  Inlying, 
selling,  and  having  in  possession  of  big  game,  so  far 
as  the  same  relate  to  game  lawfully  killed  or  taken, 
are  hereby  removed  to  the  extent  and  within  the 
periods  and  limits  and  subject  to  the  provisions 
hereinafter  set  out,  as  follows: — 

(a.)  Moose  and  Caribou,  bulls  over  one  year 
old,  in  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Atlin  and  Omineca, 
from  October  1st,  11)28,  to  December  15th,  1928, 
both  dates  inclusive. 

(It.)  Bear  (except  White  or  Kermodci  Bear),  in 
the  Eastern  District,  from  September  1st,  1928,  to 
June  30th,  1929,  both  dates  inclusive;  iu  the 
Western  District,  from  September  15th,  1928,  to 
June  30th,  1929,  both  dates  inclusive. 


Note. — No  other  game  must  be  sold  in  any  part 
of  the  Province. 

3.  The  open  seasons  declared  by  these  regula¬ 
tions  shall  not  apply  to  the  following  parts  of  the 
Province,  namely  : — 

(a.)  Kaien  Island,  in  the  Prince  Rupert  Elec¬ 
toral  District.

Those  portions  of  the  District  Municipality 
of  Burnaby  known  respectively  as  the  Oakalla 
Prison  Farm  and  Central  Park. 

( d. )  That  portion  of  Nanaimo  Harbour  described 
as  follows : — Between  high-water  mark  on  Vancou¬ 
ver  Island  and  a  line  drawn  as  follows :  Com¬ 
mencing  at  Breeken  Point,  Departure  Bay,  near  the 
City  of  Nanaimo ;  thence  in  an  easterly  direction 
to  the  most  westerly  point  on  Newcastle  Island ; 
thence  south-easterly  to  the  most  easterly  point  on 
Newcastle  Island ;  thence  to  the  most  westerly 
point  on  Protection  Island  ;  thence  south-easterly 
to  Gallows  Point  on  Protection  Island  ;  thence  to 
Jack’s  Point  on  Vancouver  Island ;  thence  in  a 
westerly  direction  to  Stevens  and  Wright's  shingle- 
mill  on  Vancouver  Island. 

(e.)  That  portion  of  the  Nelson  District  de¬ 
scribed  as  follows :  Commencing  on  the  north  shore 
of  the  West  Arm  of  Kootenay  Lake  at  Willow  Point 
Wharf ;  thence  following  the  Duhamel  or  6-Mile 
Creek  Roads  to  the  intersection  of  the  said  Duhamel 
Creek  Road  with  the  First  West  Fork  of  Duhamel 
Creek ;  thence  following  the  said  West  Fork  to  its 
source ;  thence  in  a  southerly  direction  following 
the  divide  between  Duhamel  Creek  and  the  Wesc 
Arm  of  Kootenay  Lake  and  Grohman  Creek  to  the 
mouth  of  the  said  Groham  Creek ;  thence  across  the 
West  Arm  of  Kootenay  Lake  to  the  south  shore  of 
the  said  West  Arm  to  a  point  known  as  the 
slaughter-house ;  thence  following  the  south  shore 
of  the  said  West  Arm  in  an  easterly  direction  to  a 
point  opposite  Willow  Point  Wharf;  thence  across 
the  said  West  Arm  to  the  point  of  commencement. 

4.  No  person  shall  kill  or  attempt  to  kill  any 
migratory  game  birds  with  a  rifle. 

5.  The  open  seaesons  declared  by  these  regula¬ 
tions  shall  not  apply  to  the  hunting,  taking,  or 
having  in  possession  of  Quail,  Pheasants,  Prairie- 
chicken  (Sharp-tailed  Grouse),  or  Partridge  at  any 
place  when  the  surface  of  the  ground  at  that  place 
is  wholly  or  partly  covered  with  snow. 

G.  No  person  shall  hunt,  kill,  or  take  any  Moose, 
Caribou,  Wapiti,  or  Deer  while  swimming,  and  the 
hunting,  killing,  or  taking  of  any  game  by  use  of 
tracer  bullets  is  prohibited. 

7.  No  person  shall  use  a  power-boat  or  aeroplane 
to  disturb  any  migratory  game  birds  with  the  intent 
of  driving  such  birds  toward  any  person  who  is 
lying  in  wait  for  the  purpose  of  shooting,  killing, 
or  taking  such  migratory  game  birds. 

Note. — There  is  no  open  season  on  any  game 
other  than  in  the  open  districts  and  during  the 
periods  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  regulations.
